U.S. Agreement 
On Oil Scheme 


American oil companies in Arabia 
had sought Government aid because 
they feared the British might take 
over their concessions, Colonel 
Knox, United States Navy Secre- 


| tary, told the House Appropriations 


Committee yesterday, a Reuter tele- 
gram from Washington stated. The 
companies had ‘been unable to 
operate to any great ‘extent, but 
had made “some payments to the 
Arabian Government in anticipation 
of royalties totalling several million 
dollars. 

“The Arabian Government was 
calling on the British for help, and 
the British advanced considerable 
sums of money,” he said. '' Eventu- 
ally the American companies— 
Standard Oil of California and the 
Texas Company—became a little 
alarmed over the situation. They 
urged the American Government to 
protect these American-owned de- 
posits totalling more than twenty 
billion barrels.’’, : 

Agreement was finally reached, 
Colonel Knox said, whereby the 
Government would operate a pipe- 
line from the Persian Gulf to the 
Mediterranean as a common carrier 
for twenty-five years, after which it 
would be owned without cost to the 
Government. Under these terms the 
companies promised to deliver on 
call one billion barrels of oil to the

Mustangs of the Allied Expedi- 
tionary Air Force, also escorted 
some formations of Liberators and 
Flying Fortresses of the Eighth Air 
Force, which penetrated over the 
Continent, but turned back because 
of adverse weather conditions. Both 
the fighters and bombers established 
contact with Axis fighters and some 
sharp battles resulted. 

Fifteen Axis aircraft were reported 
destroyed in the air by Allied 
fighters, The number destroyed by 
the’ bombers has not yet been 
determined. From these operations 
five fighters and five bombers are 
missing. 

Ninth Air Force Thunderbolts,

He is back at his home, 19 Beech- 

wood avenue, Lower, Ranelagh, 

now, feeling “ just a bit stiff.”’ He 
can walk more than a mile a day. 

In fact, there is only one thing that, 

he finds he cannot do—and that is, 

tie his shoes. Mrs, Healy does this 
for him, 

Although he ig almost fit again, 

Mr. Healy is going to find it difficult 

to build up again his little vegetable 

business. For fifteen years he 
worked in the grocery business until 
he had saved up enough money to 
launch out on his own. He bought 
a pony and cart and sold vegetables 
which he bought at the markets. But 
now his pony is old and almost 
toothless. Four months’ idleness has 
swallowed the money which he had 
saved and with which he ‘hoped to 
ac’ Se new pony. 
; oking at the “‘ miracle man” 
yesterday—the nurses in. the hospital 
ave him this nickname—I found it 
ard to believe that he had been in 
an accident, writes. an Jrish T'imea 
reporter. He limped slightly, but 
there was no trace of scars. Six feet 
tall, dressed in a neat grey suit, red 
cardigan and fawn shirt, he spoke 
yesterday not of his accident, but of 
the kindness of the Society for the 

Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

“They fed my pony for me while I 

was in hospital,” he said. ‘‘ This is 

a costly item during the winter, 

and, as I have been idle for the past 

four months, I could not have done 
it myself.’’ 

In spite of the fact that he still 

has to attend hospital to have his 

wounds dressed. Mr. Healy’s one 
ambition is to get~back to work 
again. His day begins at 6.45 every 
morning at the markets. '' It’s grand 
in the summer, but in the winter 
it’s a little chilly, somefimes,’’ he 
said.

Killed in Air 
Raids 


HE British Ministry of Home 
Security states that 279 
civilians were killed or are 

missing, believed killed, in air 
raids on Britain in March, Those 
injured and detained in hospital 
totalled 633. 

The figures show a great drop 
compared with February, when 
961 civilians were killed and 1,712 
seriously injured. 

Since the war began 49,876 
persons have been killed and 
64,369 seriously injured in air 
raids on Britain.

bombing of Germany and the 
occupied countries, American 
interest in European affairs, as 
well asin the affairs of the Middle 
East and North Africa, has 
grown apace. Furthermore, it is 
likely to become even stronger 
and more intimate with the pro- 
gress of time. For that reason, 
in addition to many others, it is 
essential from the British, as well 
as from the American point of 
view, that there shall be the 
closest possible harmony between 
London and Washington—to say 
nothing for the moment of 
Mosecow—in all matters relating 
not only to the prosecution of the 
war, but also to the re-fashioning 
of the world after the war is over. 
It would be foolish to. pretend 
that the British afd the 
Americans see eye to eye on every 
point. They have many differences 
of outlook and tradition; and, 
although both nations have the 
spirit of democracy in their 
blood, that spirit is expressed by 
each in widely different ways. 
Messrs. Eden, and Stettinius are 
seeking at the moment to estab- 
lish & general concord between 
London and Washington on a 
variety of important matters. 
There is no doubt at all that, 
if mutual good-will may be taken 
as a criterion, their success already 
is assured, 

' Mr. Cordell MHull’s recent 
broadcast on American foreign 
policy already has cleared some of 
the way. The Secretary of State 
has announced that the American 
people, who hitherto have been 
inclined .to take an isolationist 
point of view towards the rest of 
the world, have decided that in 
future they must work in harness 
with the other members of the 
“United Nations’’ group, which 
now numbers thirty-five. In other 
words, the individual interests of 
the United: States, in common 
with those of Great Britain, must 
be sunk to a very large degree in 
the general interest of world 
democracy. To what extent this 
thesis can be made to fit in with 
Russia’s post-war policy remains 


‘to be seen. That will be another 


day’s work, The problems which 
require immediate attention in- 
clude in the first rank the atti- 
tude of Britain and the United 
States towards France and Italy. 
Hitherto the policies of London 
and Washington have shown 
numerous divergencies. In the 
case of France, matters are com- 
plicated by the apparent impos- 
sibility of any kind of agreement 
among the various individuals at 
the head of affairs in North 
Africa; in that of Italy, Russia’s 
recent ,intervention by thé 
appointment of an Ambassador to 
Marshal Badoglio’s Administra- 
tion has not made things easier. 
The announcement by King Victor 
Emmanuel that he will delegate 
his authority to Crown Prince 
Umberto,, who will hold the title 
of Lwogotenente if, and when, 
Rome should be taken by the 
Allies, ought to ease the situa- 
tion. Nevertheless, the whole 
position in Italy bristles with 
difficulty. Another point on which 
Anglo-American agreement is 
essential concerns the Middle 
East. In this area the Americans 
already have been making 
arrangements for the building of
